1 . The amendment after final filed on Jan. 9, 2009 is entered since it places the 
application in condition for allowance. 

2. According to paper filed on Jan. 9, 2009, the applicants have canceled claims 4-10 
and furthermore, have amended claims 1-3 and 1 1 . 

3. Claims 1-3 and 11 are pending in the application. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 1 1 , renumbered as claims 1-4, are allowed since the applicants have 
amended claims to delete non-elected subject matter, filed terminal disclaimer to 
overcome ODP rejections and furthermore, due to their persuasive arguments regarding 
prior art rejection. The examiner agrees with the applicants arguments that Igarashi's 
reference does not disclose a phosphorescent material in the luminescent layer.
